Following the development of Cripple Creek, Leadvillo and other mining camps of the State of Colorado, 
other railroads have been, year after year, completed, until UKJII finds over 5,000 
miles within the State limits, where, until thirty-three years ago, the stage coach 
held full sway. But In most recent months two "lightning rods of commerce" 
which are of extreme Importance to this entire territory, and thus to Denver, 
have in the one Instance been completed and lu the other begun c. instruction. 

In the Black Hills of South Dakota the great llouicstakc Mines occupy 
but a few hundred acres of the richest one hundred square miles on earth. 
This greatest gold mine in the world produces and reduces into gold bullion 
nearly four million tons of ore each year. The veins of gold hearing ore in 
the Black Hills region ore of phenomenal size, some of them having been 
proven for over seven hundred and fifty feel lu width.

HERE is probably no resort in the whole wide world which has attained 
such an international celebrity as the Beautiful Gardens of Flitch. They 
are to Denver and the Middle West what Central Park is to New York, 
the London '/.o-ological Gardens to the British Metropolis, and the 
Golden Gate Park to S.wi Francisco. They have been termed the Kden 
of the Rockies, and the Hesperides of' the West. Nestling almost at the 
foothills of the Rocky Mountains and some fifteen minutes' ride from the centre of 
the city, they present a twenty-acre picture of the ripened art of florist and horticul- 
turist. The exquisite taste of their proprietor, Mrs. Mary Witch-Long, is displaved in 
the fountains, statuary, and quaintly-fashioned buildings that dot the grounds. Arti- 
ficial mounds, rustic bridges, lily ponds, and lakes share the perfection of landscape 
gardening. The air is fragrant with the perfume of hundreds of thousands of flowers, 
and joyous with the melody of almost every species of native feathered songsters.

The /.o-ological 
department rejoices in buffalo, elk, antelope, deer, Rocky Mountain goats, cougar, 
tiger, lions, monkeys, hears, peccaries, etc. The aviary is the most complete in the 
West. There are all manner of children's pets, in squirrels, guinea pigs, white rats, 
rabbits, etc. The gardens are provided with a well-managed cafe, all kinds of refresh- 
ment booths, lemonade, ice cream and soda water stands. There are picnic grounds, 
tennis grounds, and base ball grounds. There is a shooting gallery and a photograph 
gallery. The stock company in the theatre is acknowledged one of the best in the 
United States. Performances are given each evening with matinees on Wednesday 
and Satunhy< Plays and plavcrs are alike world-famous. The Symphony orchestra 
numbers forty musicians and renders concerts every Friday afternoon, and Sunday! 
there are alwav s special features in the way of balloon ascensions, parachute jumps, 
popular music and everlasting high-class and fashionable vaudeville. Tuesdays arc 
given over to the children, with special orchestra and dancing instructors for their 
own juvenile edification. The Flitch Gardens season generally opens on Decoration 
Day, and closes on Labor Day. Its annual amusement offerings are the one impor- 
tant event in the line of summer entertainment in all that vast count iv that extend-, 
from the Missouri to the Pacific. To paraphrase a current Milwaukee
